MARION, Ohio, Aug. IO.— Warren G. Harding 
rejoined today in the quiet cemetery just over the 
way from the place of his youth and manhood the 
dead ones and boyhood friends gone before. Iron 
gates of a stone valut shut softly after he had passed 
within. He was alone at last with the memories of 
his triumph and sorrow. 
And from sea to sea as the nation stilled its 
busy life a moment in reverence there seemed to 
breathe a message from countrymen saying: 
“Well done, thou good and faithful servant.” 
In life he was president but in death he became 
again Warren Harding of Marion, plain, honest, up­ 
right. American gentleman. And he was entombed 
with simple service according to the wish he had 
expressed to the loving woman who turned away 
from the vault today to take up again things of life 
he no longer shares. 
At 1 :30 o’clock, fifteen minutes before the hour 
set for the ceremony at the Dr. Harding home the 
line of passing before the bier was stopped.

H e a lth W ork N e w od an unusual number of relics that 
date back twenty to thirty centu­ 
ries B. €., the latest find being a 
tomb and shrine of heathen wor­ 
ship of the Stone Age estimated to 
be about 
4,Obi 
years old. 
This tomb is situated in I.acka- 
laer.ga, Skaane, the most souther­ 
ly province of Sweden, and until a 
'short time ago it lay buried be­ 
neath ten different strata of earth. 
Built of large stone slabs, it has a 
central chamber about ten feet by 
five. Around it is a circular pave­ 
ment of slabs, f to in which radiate 
a number of curious walks marked 
by stones. A considerable quantity 
of human and animal bones were 
found, together with flint daggers 
and spear heads. 
But the most interesting discov­ 
ery was that of about 7,000 frag­ 
ments of ornamented vases, which

Prescott, in his introduction to his history of the con­ 
quest of Peru by the Spaniards describes minutely the gov­ 
ernment of the country under the Incas before the Spaniards 
came. Peru was without doubt the best example of the social­ 
istic state on record, but Prescott pronounces the government 
most oppressive in its actual operation. 
Those who think the government should do everything 
for the people and that the individual should be submerged 
in the general plan will find an excellent example here, ^ e 
people believed that the ruler was a direct descendant of the 
sun god and never questioned his authority. Each successive 
monarch followed closely in the footsteps of his predecessor 
and it was not thought possible that a better system could bo 
created. 
The king considered himself the father of his people, 
hence responsible for their welfare. To this end everything 
belonged to the government and private property was un­ 
known. Once a year the land was parceled out to the farm­ 
ers, every man having to take whatever was allotted to him. 
Most of his produce was turned over to the government and 
stored for distribution. The government likewise owned what 
raw material for the clothing of the people. The hair of the 
few industries that existed as well as llamas that furnished Pjrfl ChrfsUan ehnreh last Friday 
animals was taken over by the government and distributed, evening was composed of serions- 
All this necessitated an army of officials

Labor also belonged to the state and every man was re- which the First

quired to work an allotted time every year building roads,

or some other government enterprise. There were neither 
rich nor poor, according to Prescott, but all on the same level 
with no incentive to attempt to rise from it by extra exertion. 
There was no money or other medium of exchange because 
none was needed. The government was a great collecting 
and distributing agency. 
In fact, so minutely was the system of subjection to the 
government worked out that.no man could marry outside his 
own clan unless granted a special dispensation. 
Of course the Peruvians had the most orderly government 
known to the Indians, but only because they had been taught 
abject submission was such a system workable at ail. The 
Inca was recognized as the embodiment of divine wisdom and 
his edicts were not questioned. 
Can one imgaine such a system working in America? 
If, as in the case of the Peruvians, a man were appointed to 
look after ten others and be held responsible for their actions, 
he would not live long. His bunch would either make short 
work of him when he undertook to give them orders or else 
he would be jailed because of his failure to keep them in line. 
When it came to working under government orders the loaf­ 
ers would be in their glory and the energetic ones would soon 
become so tired of carrying the loafers that they would be­ 
come loafers themselves, or else break out in rebellion. 
Of course this is the extreme side of the question, but it 
is an example of the government attempting to regulate 
everything, just as the soviet of Russia has been trying to do 
for a number of years with no great degree of success. Indi­ 
vidualism is so firmly established here that few men are 
going to willingly submerge themselves under the entire mass 
of humanity. Well managed, as in the case of ancient Peru, 
the system might insure every man enough to eat and wear 
but very few would be satisfied with an existence that took 
from him his personal independence of action.
